p,,!: The Invaders, a black militant organization, was founded in 
Memphis, Term., in the summer of 1967. In 3/70 the Invaders 
had an active membership of 10 members. In 3/70 the Invaders 
had no headquarters address and maintained no bank account. 
LANCE WATSON, Prime Minister of the Invaders, attempted to 
organize a project called "Operation Breakfast" in the fall 
of 1969 but was hampered by a lack of funds. WATSON and 4 
of his followers demonstrated at the Memphis PD in 2/70 
protesting police brutality. In 2/70 WATSON indicated that he 
was attempting to reorganize the Invaders in an effort to make 
tho organization more effective.

A militant black nationalist group of young Memphis, 
Tennessee, Negroes, now known as Invaders, was originally 
formed in the summer and fall of 1967 by three Memphis Negroes, 
COBY VERNON SMITH, JOHN BURRELL SMITH, and CHARLES LAVERNE 
CABBAGE.

His 
main base of operations was at the home of his mother, 1709
